“So you will understand how 
hard it is to get people to feel 
security if the naval arm ‘is limits 
ed in any way.”

THE R.101 


SUCCESSFUL MOORING OF 
NEW. GIANT - AIRSHIP 


THRILLED CROWDS 


London, Yestordsy. 

The airship R.101 was taken out of 
its hangar this morning and success- 
fully moored to the mast at Carding- 
ton. Work was at once begun pre- 

nratory to two days’ trial at the mast 
hend, after: which, tho. alzshin. wilt. be- F 
gin a-serfes' of short flights. 

The Jaunch of the new airship took 
place, nt dawn, The news soon spread 
and hundreds of people came to wit- 
neas the event, : Tail first, the airship, 
which is 712 feet long, was hauled 
quickly fram the hangar. Then, with 
her nose pointing to the mooring mast, 
which is 200 feet high, the R.101 was 
held down, roped to big rings in the 
ground, while the mooring cable from 
the mast head was linked with the 
mooring cable that runs through the 
nose'cap of the ship.: Then she was 
veleased, and floated slowly upwards. 

After three loads of ballast had been 
thrown overboard, she soared ‘higher 
than the mast. The ropes tightened 
and gradually, with three winches at 


work, her nose was brought nearer and’ 


nearer to the head of the mast. 


A burst, of cheering came from the, 


crowd when the ship's nose cap was 
seen to slip into the locking cup. of 
the mast head. The swinging arm was 
withdrawn into the head, and the ship 
remained so motionless in the absenca 
of wind, that she, too, looked almost 
part of the mast.—British Wireless 
Service. ‘ i

Senate, ‘however, remains solidly 
Nationalist. Senators are elected 
for six years and a half and then 
retire every three years. Their last 
election was in 1928. Scullin, there- 
fore, will be unable’ to carry 
out any extremist legislation, but he

tion of both houses if any measure 
ig rejected in two consecutive ses.

REVENUE FIGURES 


An cincreane of\ 2,846,026 in the 
tonnage ‘entering the port of London 
was recorded during the-year onded 
last March, compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

Tho total tonnage arriving and leav- 
ing was 65,423,681. Altogether there 
was an advance of 1,177,761 tons 
composed of 641,872 tona in tho foreign 
and 635,889 tons in the coastwise trade 
for which tonnage dues wero payable 

In tho yeay tho Port of London 
Authority lanied or received 2,079,516 
tons of import goods for ‘warehousing 
of 258,595 tong, or 11.1 per cent. on 
or for immediate delivery, a decrease 
the tonnage dealt with the previous 
year, i 

The imports and exports, excluding 
coastwise goods, in London during 1928 
were valued at £692.730,143, 2 decreass 
of 1.9 per cont. ‘Liverpool was next

SAMUEL PLIMSOLL 


MEMORIAL TO SAILORS” “PAL” 
30 YEARS AFTER DEATH 
,The bronze “bust of Samuel 
Plimsoll, the sailors’ friend, 
which has been ‘erected in Vic- 
toria Embhnkment Gardens, Lon- 
don, thirty years after his death, 
was unveiled recently by Sir 
Walter Runciman in the presence 
of representatives of all branches 
of the Merchant Service. ; 
The Plimsoll line, through the 
familiar disc on the sides of ships 
which determines the depth to 
which they may be loaded, figures 
in designs forming part. of the 
memorial, which has been erect- 
ed by the National Union of Sea- 

men: ‘ 

Sir Walter Runciman, who in 
his young days sailed before the 
mast, said that Plimsoll, a hither- 
to obscure gentleman, who had no, 
connection with the sea, was the | 
means of carrying into law bene- 
ficent legislation which all the 
world had copied. 

Because, Plimaoll, was not a 
sailor, he added, many seamen in 
his time, and especially captains, 
disliked his interference. . A 
humorous Cardiff captain had the 
Plimsol] disc painted on his steam- 
er's funnel, ; 

“Phe advent of the late 
Havelock Wilson: heralded,” said 
Sir Walter, Runciman, “the end- 
many delusions, one of 
which .was that it was part of a 
aailor’s occupation to be drown- 
ed.” But it took Wilson and his 
supporters twenty-five years to

at the conference, The omployers’ 
uncompromising, attitude ia causing 
surprise to the workers, whose dele- 
gates think that the real purpose ia 
to, torpedo the conference, because of 

the employers’ opposition to sight 
houirs' work aboard ships. 

The Conference continucs its la~ 
bours although Mr. Ben Tillett is not 
entitled to vote, because the British 
employers’ delegate has not been ‘de- 
signated.
